The subject matters of claims 1-10 appear to involve an inventive step in view of documents 1-4 cited in 
thelSR. 

Documents 1-4 do not describe that when a chemical substance containing copper is extracted from 
timber, the timber is immersed in an aqueous solution of at least one alkali metal carboxylate selected from a 
group consisting of alkali metal monocarboxylates and alkali metal dicarboxylates. This constitution is not 
considered to be obvious to a person skilled in the art either, since an organic acid has been used for extracting 
the said chemical substance from timber.
